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region (4) for receiving clothes, said apparatus further comprising a door (6) con- 
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sonic nebulizer (9) operatively associated to said water supply means (8). Said 
apparatus is characterized in that the air within the interior region (4) is recircu- 
lated by said ventilator (7) through an air duct (10) located between said internal 
walls (3) and said external walls (2) forming a closed loop with said internal re- 
gion (4). 
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
